DICK WILLIAMS DEAD. 


He Passed Away at 4 O'clock This 


Morning—Further Particulars. 


The Inquest ill Progress at

Dick Williams, the young man who 


was stabbed in the side yesterday by 
George Boyd, on East William street 
died this morning at Mrs. Martin's board- 
ing house on East Main street, to which 
place he was removed from the Franklin 
street calaboose last evening. Williams 
contended that he -would get well, and 
therefore his dying declaration could not 
be taken, though he reiterated in the 
presence ot presence of witnesses that 
Boyd stabbed him. W. 0. Outten, act- 
ing state's attorney, Justice Odor, Mar- 
shal Mason and one of the physicians 
were thera to reduce the statement to 
writing, but as Dick held to the notion 
that he would get well, there was no affi- 
davit made. 


THE DEAD MAN'S STOUT. 


However, the Marshal got him to tell 


his story, which was to the effect that he 
and Boyd had been on good terms always; 
that they had come down from Maroa 
together; that they had met Harvey 
Goolsby and Dan Henderson, and hat! 
visited a number of saloons and had be- 
come intoxicated. On the way down 
Morgan street to William, the deceased 
stated that Boyd and Goolsby got to 
quarreling and that Boyd drew ft knife, 
whoa Goolsby got u brickbat which he 
swung over his head in a handkerchief. 
Henderson anil the deceased separated 
the two men, and Bojd took Williams 
about SO feet from where Henderson and 
Goolsby were standing when the de- 
ceased \YUS stabbed in the side by Boyd, 
the knifo sinking into his body over the 
spleen up to the hilt. Williams cried out 
that he was cut, and Goolsby and Hen- 
derson carao up, tho former taking off 
his ooat to put it over the wounded man. 
Witnesses saw Boyd shut up his knifo 
and put it in hie pocket. The three men 
walked ou westward toward Franklin 
street and Henderson disappeared at 
Broadway. He is the man with the fur 
cap roforiod to in last ovening's REPUBLI- 
CAN. 
It subsequently developed that 


Henderson had 
picked up Williams' 


watch that had fallen out of his pocket 
whan he was stabbed. Henderson snicl 
nothing about having the watch in his 
possession until nsked by Officer Midkiff 
last evening- about it. Then he pulled it 
out and gave it up. 


On reaching the allay back of tho H, 


B. Lewis cornel on William street, Offi- 
cer Bailey appeared ou the scene and 
took Boyd oil to jail, returning with a 
wagon to carry Williams to the calaboose. 
He took Goolsby in custody also and put 
him in jail. At this juncture Marshal 
Mason and other officers appeared, the 
Marshal directing subsequent operations. 


Williams told Offior Midkiff last night 


at 10 o'clock, when the deceased agniu 
expressed tho be'ief that he would get 
well, that Jjojd had stabbed him, and 
that there was no provocation tor the act 
and tbiit ho mid hie assailant, had been 
on friendly tcrm^. 


Henderson, Boyd and Goolnby were 


put in tho county jail, and will be hold 
until disposed ol by order of tho coroner's 
jury. 


Boyd told a singular story to the oHi- 


ccislast evening. It was to the effect 
that while he and Williams were walking 
along together a tall man with a black 
moustache came by from the west, when 
Williams sworo at the stranger who 
pulled out a knife and cut the deceased 
in tho side. Tho stranger ran off. Wit- 
nesses of the stabbing, and they nre four 
in number, say there was no such man 
on the street at tho time. 


The kiiito with'which the deed was 


clone was easily found in the LewiH 
yard late in the evening by Officer Mid- 
kiff. The accepted theory is that Boyd 
had thrown it into tho yard. It has a 
long blaclo, nearly the length of a man's 
forefinger, atici is clotted with blood.

After Williams cried out 
that he had been stabbed Goolsby and 
Henderson camo up.

getting a brick in a handkerchief with 
•which to strike him. Boyd told Goolsby 
it he didn't quit hitting him on the heac 
with the brick he would 'stick the knife 
in him. Then Qoolsby rushed at Boyd 
and witness stabbed Williams who was 
trying to prevent the two men coming 
together. Witness was positive that the 
cutting occurred near the oil mill on East 
Main street, and said that after he found 
that he had cut Dick he was sorry and 
•tried to help the wounded man, Williams 
Saying: "I know, George, you didn't 
mean to do it." Boyd described the 
knife, and recognized it when it was 
shown him. 


Evidently Boyd was pretty drunk, oth- 


erwise he could not have made a mistake 
as to the location of the cutting. His 
testimony was taken down and signed 
by the prisoner. 


HE WEPT. 


After telling his story, Boyd visited 


the back room where the body of Wil- 
liams lay covered with a white cloth. 
The features were exposed, and as he 
looked upon the lifeless face Boyd choked 
up with emotion and wept. 


The officers then removed the prisoner 


to the county jail. 


This afternoon Dan Henderson and 


Harvey Goolsby, and Drs. Chenoweth 
and Wheeler will give their testimony 
when the jury will be prepared to give 
their verdict, 


There is no question but that Boyd 


will be held for the murder. 


The disposition of Goolsby and Hen- 


derson is a matter of conjecture. 


The remains of Williams were taken to 


Maroa for interment this afternoon. 


NOTES. 


The parents of Boyd and Williams 
ame down from Maroa last night, and 
ire in the city to-day. 


The body of Williams will be taken to 


Maroa for burial. The deceased has al- 
ways borne a good reputation for indus- 
try and was cot quarrelsome. He and 
Boyd had worked together, and had in- 
,ended to open a barber shop at Maroa. 
There was no personal enmity between 
.ho two young men. Williams is 23 years 
of age, Boyd is 21 nnd Goolsby is about 28. 


It appears that the quarrel between 


Goolsby and Boyd began about a young 
ndy who resides near Maroa, whom 
Goolsby was soon to wed. Boyd is said 
to have opposed the match, and when the 
party got full of beer and whisky their 
real feelings came to the surface, resulting 
n tho altercation which culminated in 
.he death of poor Dick Williams who was 
.rying- to prevent his friend Boyd from 
injuring Goolsby.

Talk About Water. 


A gentleman, who made u trip from 


Decatur to Champaign on Saturday in a 
juggy, reports that nearly all the farmers 
along the line are busily engaged in haul- 
ng water for their stock as well as for 
domestic use. Beports also come from 
Vermiliqn that in some cases drinking 
water is hauled for twenty miles. If we 
do not have heavy rams before the ex 
,reme cold weather sets in this section of 
,he country will be in a deplorable state. 


The probabilities of a water famine in 


central and southern Illinois are becom- 
ng alarming. At Springfield up to and 
ncluding Wednesday there is a deficiency 
of 18.16 inches of rainfall for the year as 
compared with the average precipitation 
or the same portion of the year for the 
ast eight years. Up to July 3 there was 
i slight excess over the average, so that 
,he deficiency has all accrued since then. 
On account of the long drouth preceding 
he October dryness the water supply is 
nt a minimum. A United States deputy 
marshal just returned from Hamilton 
;ounty says he found the farmers there 
lauling water ten miles for culinary uses, 
le relates a ease in Wayne county where 
i farmer who is a great breeder of fine 
nd fancy geese and has about 200 of 
hese birds on his farm has to haul water 
three miles for them. The Chicago & 
Alton road runs daily water 
trains 


through Springfield south, nnd there is 
scarcely a road in southern Illinois that 
is not more or less engaged in the same 
business, some of them employing all the 
facilities they cnn command for that pur- 
pose. The city of Litehfield. which has 
an excellent water supply, it deriving a 
handsome revenue from the sale of water, 
at a fixed price per tank, to be delivered 
to the towns along thp roads passing 
through there. It is evident that unless 
relief arrives before hard freezing KI^IR in 
actual distress will follow.

Remarkable Career of the Groat Calrin-

LON'Do.v, Oct. 31.—Spurgeon leave the Bap- 


tist church! If Wesley had renounced Meth- 
odism or Brigliam Young discarded Mormon- 
jm tho surprise and tho consequences could 
not have been greater.

AVe aro not now concerned with tbe theo- 


logian, beyond noting tho extraordinary fact 
that the most famous living Baptist preacher 


up his Baptist creed and practice for 


that o£ tho Presbyterians, solely because the 
latter hold tho rigid tenets of Calvinism 
which tho Baptists aro giving up. We pro- 
poio to portruy Spurgoon, tho plain man 
(ho never would uso tho term "Rev.''), ae 
striking a specimen of tho true John Bull of. 
can bo found in "tho tight little island" to- 
day. Spurgeon is probably the most truly 
modest public man in Knclimd. Ho sticksto 
his woik, avoids soli adverlibomcnt, abhorft 
fuss and adulation, yet he is by universal 
consent of all sectarians and politicians one 
ol" Iho most potent social forces in the land. 


Let us glanuo first at his clerical rise and 


progress. IJo was born in 18iH; got the ordi- 
nary schooling, and no more; became "con- 
verted" at 15; was a village preacher at 16: 
was the most scnational and hotly discussed 
pulpiteer in England when ho was iiO; at 3-1 
his followers laid tho foundation stone of tho 
Metropolitan tabernacle, which cost f 100,000, 
and from tho opening service, in 1SU1 (at 
which I wiis present), down to today, Spur- 
goon hay never preached to fower than G,(HIO, 
and IIH average congregation is over 7,OIK). 
Hi' gained notoriety at first by lurid and ex- 
travagant word pictures, but ho grow into a 
mellower antl more rational stylo. Ho soon 
won public esteem, not because of but in 
spito of tho struitness of his creed. The public 
tiikn their man by weight in the long run 
and it was Spurgcoa's devotion to practical, 
good work and. his common sense philan- 
thropy that won him tho admiration of tho 
public at largo. 


His physique is not that of the ideal man 


ot brain and immense energy, for Spurgeou 
possesses Iho latter in a marvelous degree, 
ilo is short, about fivo feet six, fat and puffy; 
his cheeks "hang down with fatness," his 
teeth project enough to prevent his closing 
his lips in pronouncing the letter M, which 
with him sounds liko V. His forehead looks 
lower and narrower tlian it really is because 
his straight black hair grows low upon it. 
Ho has no visible neck. He dresses, as did 
iiocchcr, iu plain, uuclerical garb. 
Alto- 


gothur, seo him on n platform among other 
parsons, you would very excusably mistake 
Spurgeon for a decent liltlc well to do grocer 
or dry goods dealer, with, a turn for acting 
deacon, But tho moment he opens liis mouth 
—or, rather, tho moment ho uses his voice, 
for his moutli is always open—you feel tho 
strange charm of its clear, tnollow, bell liko 
tone, so musical and co distinct is every 
syllable. I havo heard most o£ tho great 
orators of the old world and tho new, 
but none havo tho voice of Spurgoon. Hia 
hugo tabernacle, solemn sounding as its 
naino may bo, i.s quite a gay and fcslivo mu- 
sic hall within. It is oval, has three gal- 
leries running right round tho building 
nisulo of light, open iron work painted 
white. 
No pulpit, no organ. 
An organ 


would bo lost in tho mighty sound of that 
congregation, every individual of which, 
su-ms to think that tho glory of tho service 
ili'|iends upon his own lung power. As an 
e.:j"'riineiit I have climbed up to tho littlo 


lU'i's dug out of tho very roof above tho 


to;i gallery and at tho furthest distance pos- 
sible from tho preacher. 
His platform is 


simply a part of tho first gallery projected 
slightly forward. 
IVo fan scarcely dis- 


tin.,-uibh tho preiiclit-i- iiniong tho crowd of 
deacons and distinguished ctrangcre who 
nil beside- him, and ove.li when he steps for- 
ward to Uio railing (for ho has not even a 
re.idmg desk liko that of Becchor'e) we can- 
not properly seo tho play of bis face. But 
that melodious voice sails right up to our 
cars so clearly and beautifully that without 
any straining wo bear every syllable.

speaks without th» least effort, and rarely 
shouts. 


His sermon is only one part of his work. It 


is questionable whether a reader of Scripture 
lessons should water them down by his own 
interpolated comments. Few can, do it with- 
out i'oii:ting tho contrast between tho sub- 
imu and tho ridiculous. 
Yet Spurgeon 


always does this, and it is fair to say that the 
qnninlnevi of his comments, their aptness 
and felicity of phrasing really edify, and 
sometimes their wit atiins'jy without shocking 
tho proprieties. But UiU is only another way 
ui saying that ypurgioa is a splendid master 
ol' racy Anglo-Haxon.

These, you will say, ai o, of course, all Bap- 


tot children? Here is where the narrowness 
of his creed is contradicted by the breadth of 
his sympathies, for Spurgeon made it the 
first clause of the trust deed that the children 
are to bo admitted simply and solely accord- 
ing to the greatest needs of the case. Creed 
has nothing to do with admission, and so it 
happens that tho very best and least secta- 
rian orphanage in London is that of Spur- 
geon, the Calvinist. 


Then he built his Pastor's college, which 


receives young men, generally poorly edu- 
cated, but they must show quality to suit 
Spurgeon. These are thoroughly trained to 
the ministry,-and about ten of tho largest and 
most active Baptist churches in London wero 
built by "Spurgeon students," who aro 
among the most popular and active preachers 
there. The provinces and the foreign mis- 
sion field can show a few hundred more. 
Spurgeou has had immense benefactions 
from many admirers, but he has never kept 
a cent for himself, and ho has always given a 
large share of his income to each of his hob- 
bies, of which only two aro here named. Tho 
social and moral work of his congregation is 
immense in their densely populated quarter. 


Many would suppose Spurgeon to bo a bon 


vivant to look at him, As a fact, ho is rarely 
free from the tortures of hereditary gout. 
These twenty years he has suffered martyr- 
dom from neuralgic and sciatic pains, and 
has to pass part of each winter in tho south 
of 
France. 
Ho 
used 
to 
drive 
up 


to his tabernacle on a Sunday morning with 
a nice cigar in his lips, and another on leav- 
ing, but that was medicinal rather than as 
a luxury. For a good many years he has re- 
duced his diet until ho is almost a vegetarian 
and quite a teetotaler. 
Despite his hard 


work ho remains flabby fat. His "Treasury 
of David" (a commentary on the P;alms), 
his "John Ploughman':. Talk," and his ser- 
mons have an enormous sale. In fact, Spur- 
geon's productions and the incidentals have 
been tho solo business of a lar^o publishing' 
house for many years. Mrs. Hpurgeon has 
been a confirmed invalid for twenty-five 
years, dating from tho birth of their second 
son. Tho two early became, preachers, ono 
being settled in Australia, but neither of 
them has his father's geniality or genius. 
Spurgoon was one day remonstrated with on 
his luxurious habit of driving to church "on 
the Sabbath da}*." "Ah," said he, "you 
think I'm a Sabbath breaker, eh! Well, now, 
you see, I'd thought uf that, so I engaged a 
Jew coachman. What's wrong now;" 


"That may be all right as regards tho man, 


but tho poor horse should have its day oi' 
rest, shouldn't it?" "Oh, the mni'e's a Jewels, 
too. 
I always put her to grasb on Satur- 


days I" 


Toh'tically Spurgeon has always been a 


Radical, and if ho could have exchanged hia 
preaching for political work ho would long 
ago havo been tho foremost leader in Eng- 
land. Latterly ho has disapproved of Glad- 
stone's Irish policy. Ho has always been a 
stalwart advocate of tlie disestablishment 
movement, though ho not long ago wrote 
this significant opinion: "There is growing 
up in our dissenting churches an evil which 
I greatly deplore, a despising of the poor." 
In his own work and sphere Spurgeon is a 
truly. devoted helper of the poor in every 
substantial way, and, as before observed, it 
is not only what he does himself, but he has 
been and is the cause of similar enthusiasm 
in others—more so than can bo said o£ any 
other living preacher or philanthropist in 
England. 


A paragraph has been going round that 


Spurgoon refused tho offer of $00,000 for 100 
lectures in tho states. Whether tho figures 
aro right or not I know not, but I do know 
that Spurgeon has a profound, almost an in- 
sane horror, of hiring himself out on show, 
and the preacher deserves profound respect 
who takes so high a view of his cilice. I havo 
seen a letter of bis in which ho stated Unit a 
shipload of bullion would net tempt him to 
hire himself out as a lecturer, lie can bo 
heard preaching in railway bheds to work- 
men during dinner hour, but never has ho 
pocketed a cent for preaching except his 
modest stipend, which, I believe, is $0,000 a 
year. 


Spurgeou must not be spoken of us " a 


great preacher." 
Ho is that in ono sense, 


though not in another, but abavo tbe cleric 
ho stands a noblo personality, a grcot influ- 
ence, a good man, and a thorough John Bull.

Every portable instrument nrider the sun 
stops i.v times and tunes up under your win- 
do^vs. Yesterday two inca, ono with a bag- 
pipo, tho other with a pibroch, went through 
my street making music .weird, wild and pa- 
thetically BH-oet. Hero and there a nickel 
was thrown to thorn from the upper stories, 
mid hero and there fell a tear. Tho concert 
was musical. They had not tho hackneyed 
nmunors o£ hardened street musicians. So- 
licitation wnu new to them. But they woke 
tho echoes with old Scottish airs that moved 
hearts and moistened eyes.

notes. One by ono the passing people halt to 
hear him, and a few remember to pay for tho 
pleasure ho has given, lie is perhaps of 
higher Btal ion, and temporarily in distress. 
Possibly ho does it for a lark, lor tho pleasure 
of giving pleasure to those whoso pleasures 
aro few. 


Sometimes a very old man, dignified and 


patriarchal, plays upon a largo clarionet, 
making such music as the souls of musicians 
love.

THE CALORIMETER. 


Tbe Strange Machine Which Dr. Hammond 


Used on Jay Gould. 


The other day Jay Gould visited the 


office of Dr. William A. Hammond, in 
West Fifty-fourth street, for the pur- 
pose of finding out what, if any thing, 
•was the matter with his head. 
He had 


been troubled with neuralgia and in- 
somnia, and decided that he would 
have Dr. Hammond test his cranium 
with his wonderful thermo-electric 
differential calorimeter. Within hall 
an hour after Mr. Gould's visit the 
doctor was overwhelmed with ques- 
tions as to the nature of the Wall 
street magnate's malady. The quev 
tions came by telegraph, by messen- 
ger and by pci-soniil entreaty, for the 
most part, of course, from people in- 
terested in the stock market. 
A re- 


porter called on the doctor and Inci- 
dentally asked him what was the result 
of his examination of Mr. Gould's 
head. 


"I shall not tell you." replied Dr. 


Hammond, with professional wariness. 
"I never talk about the cases of my 
patients. 
If I did. I miglit often give 


out points which wculd make serious 
changes in stock quotations in Wall 
street, and that would be manifestly 
improper and dishonest on my part. 
But," continued lie, "if you will step 
with me into my examination-room, I 
will show you ihe'in,ichiue'I examined 
Mr. Gould's head with." 


Tue calorimcicr rested upon a table 


before 
the d a i k c n r d window. 
The 


doctor explained i i i a t it was the inven- 
tion of Dr. J. S. Lombard, formerly 
assistant professor 
of phrenology at 


Harvard. 
Its action it demonstrated 


by means of a delicate needle upon the 
face of a graduated circular scale 
about three inches in diameter. 
The 


heat of the various portions of the 
head, which it registers, is changed 
into electricity by applying the thermo- 
electric poles, which are similar to the 


' handles of a galvanic battery, when, 


I the needle instantaneously records the 


I result. 
So delicate is this instrument 


! that the heat generated by the agita- 


i tion of the wings of a bee, at the end of 


i a tiu 
tube three feet long placed 


j against one of the poles, will be re- 


I corded by tlie needle.

"In a healthy right-handed person," 


1 said tho doctor, "the left side of the 


head is hotter than the right side. The 
forehead also is hotter than the back of 


• the head, in a state of health. 
If the 


person bo left-handed, the right side 
will be the hotter. 
By moans of this 


instrument I can detect and locate 'a 
clot of blood upon tho brain of a 
patient. 
Now, if you will sit in this 


chair where Mr. Gould sat, facing the 


| instrument, I will show you how it 
; works. You are left-handed, eh?" 


"lam not," replied the reporter. 
"Then," said the doctor, "if your 


head is all right, when I place the pole! 
against either side of it tlie needle will 
move toward the window." 


The needle moved toward the wiii- 


d ow. 


"I will now change the poles to j'our 


forehead and the back of your head. 
If your head is in a health}' condition, 
the needle will move toward you." 


The change in the manner of appli- 


cation caused Uie needle to move to- 
ward tho reporter. 


"If it is any satisfaction to you," 


said Dr. Hammond, "you may bo 
pleased to know that your head is 
level." 


Except to say that the needles moved 


similarly, when Mr. Gould occupied 
the chair, however, tlu; doctor would 
reveal nothing as to the condition of 
his famous 
patient's head. 
It was 


learned elsewhere, nevertheless, that 
Mr. Gould's fears for the condition of 
his brain have been quieted by the 
action of the doctor's little machine, 
and that his sleep has returned to him 
and his neuralgia has In a great meas- 
ure departed.—N, Y. Tribune.
